Interviewing old Lapp acquaintances in the 
mountains of that picturesque and Interesting section 
of Scandinavia, just a step from the Soviet Russian 
border and its Iron Curtain, was the recent good 
fortune of Mrs. Hjordis Kittel Parker, famed world 
traveler and "filmist” of 193 Oak Meadow Rd., Sierra 
Madre. 

Mrs. Parker went to Scandinavia three and one- 
half months ago to visit relatives and friends and to 
produce a new film which she is now editing and 
which will have its initial showing next Jan. 11. 

“The most interesting experience I had over 
there this time,” she remarked to the SIERRA 
MADRE NEWS, “was finding some old Swedish- 
Laplander friends in the mountains of Norway. I 
had gone to the Arctic Swedish town of Kiruna to 
meet them and to film them as I had in 1953. 

“It turned out that they had had to leave for the 
high mountains of Norway, over the border, because 
their reindeer herd was grazing there then. 

“My assistant and I walked up a steep mountain, 
where other Lapps had told us we would find them. 
We did find them about midnight. They had just 
rounded up the herd and were beginning to mark 
the calves’ ears. 

“We filmed them by the light of the midnight 
sun. My Lapp friends were surprised to see me but 
when they realized that I had my information about 
their position from the Lapp ‘grapevine’ they were 
not so astonished. 

“After this meeting I stayed with my Lapp 
friends in their camp for a couple of days.”

NEW YORK — Develop¬ 
ment of new products and 
methods of making them is 
the prime goal of American 
industry, according to the 
American Management As¬ 
sociation, which has Just 
completed a nationwide sur¬ 
vey of key industries. 

■The association’s findings 
show that 402 corporations 
representative of American 
industry will spend an aver¬ 
age of 10.7 per cent more 
this year to develop and 
make new products than 
they did in 1959. The corpo¬ 
rations spent an average 3.7 
per cent of sales for product 
development last year, the 
leaders being electronics 
(7.7 per cent), instruments 
and control equipment (6.1 
per cent), and pharmaceuti¬ 
cals (5.7 per cent). 

Corporations covered in 
the association’s report rep¬ 
resented 26 industry groups, 
of which 65 per cent in¬ 
creased their budgets while 
only 7 per cent cut them. 

* • * 

IMAN BITES DOG—It’s no 
secret that the electric and 
gas industries compete for 
the same markets, certainlj' 
where the home appliance 
and equipment public is con¬ 
cerned. This gives a sort of 
"man bites dog” aspect to 
the news that even electri¬ 
cal appliances are made 
with the aid of gas indus¬ 
trial equipment. 

In fact ,natural gas has 
become indispensable in the 
manufacture of practically 
all items of consumer goods. 
Whether you’re reading this 
at home, in your office or on viet 
a commuter train, have a 
quick look at your surround¬ 
ings. 

It’s a safe bet that the 
flooring, wood and metal 
work, glass, paint, upholst¬ 
ery,, fittings — even the 
clothes you’re wearing and 
paper and ink of your news¬ 
paper or magazine — were 
touched by at least one in¬ 
dustrial gas process some¬ 
where during production. In 
many instances, gas was 
used not only for heat treat¬ 
ment but it became an ac¬ 
tual ingredient of the end 
product, as in the case of 
glass or ceramic tile.

LAST YEAR, according to 
Robert C. LeMay, chairman 
of the Gas Appliance Manu¬ 
facturers Association’s in¬ 
dustrial gas equipment divi¬ 
sion, industries of all types 
used more than 45 billion 
therms of natural gas, or 
more than half of the total was 
sold by all utilities through¬ 
out the nation. 

Reasons for the growth of 
natural gas as a processing 
tool: it helps produce a bet¬ 
ter product because it re¬ 
sponds to automatic control 
faster than any other fuel 
and it burns cleaner; it also 
is more economical. Gas e- 
qulpment takes up less in¬ 
dustrial space and no fuel 
tanks or bins are required 
because gas is piped in and

ANY ARGUMENT along this line is, however, not based 
on sound and sensible financial outlooks. Let’s talk finances. 
Cost of such a school. Including the site which we do not 
now have, would be around $4,000,000, and this is a conserv¬ 
ative figure. Sierra Madre cannot bond itself for more than 
$1,500,000 for such a purpose. And a two thirds vote of the 
electorate would be necessary for its approval. 

This means that another $2,500,000 would have to be 
raised. Proponents of such a move say “borrow it from the 
state.” But there is a serious question whether the state 
would loan Sierra Madre that $2,500,000. And even if it did, 
such a loan would have to be approved by a two-tbirds 
vote of Sierra Madreans. There is serious doubt of such 
approval. 

Atop this, the city of Sierra Madre—the taxpayers-- 
would have to repay that loan to the state—with interest. 
You don’t borrow such money without paying interest on it.
